HELD EXCESSIVE 


Washington.—-The United States 
is trying to slop the sale of liquor 
at the spigot but is letting it flow with 
perfect freedom at the bunghole, ac- 
cording to Dr., A. B. Adams, aid to 
Prohibition Commissioner Kramer. 

Up to September 1, the doctor said, 
no fewer tHan 70,714 permits auth- 
orizing the holder to sell or prescribe 
Hquor, in one form or another had 
been granted by the government. 
This is one permit for every 1570 
persons in ‘“‘dry’’ America. 

Some idea of the gleeful ease with 
which the bibulous are enabled to 
obtain anything they want by the 
quart in New York, Chicago, Phila- 
delphia,~ Boston, San Francisco, Los 
Angeles or any other big city now 
known as wet, can be;-had from the 
fact that 3846 individuals or firms 
have permits to sell liquor, whole- 
sale. 

Fifteen hundred and seventy-nine 
wholesale liquor firms are operating 
in New York State alone; 767 in 
Pennsyvlania; 306 in Illinois; 206 
in Kentucky; 163 in California; 90 
in Massachusetts and 64 in Mary- 
land. 

Confirmed topers can luugh at the 
prohibition amendment, it was 
pointed out, when 32,960 doctors 
have permits to prescribe ‘‘not more 
than a pint of whisky at a time.”
